Rural Education Ably Dealt With 
in Report by Mrs, Paul 
Carr 


The sixth annual convention of the 
U.F.W.A., convened at two o'clock 


in the lecture room of the 
‘First Presbyterian church, with a re- 
cord atiendance, every available seat 
being filled and extra chairs had to 
ibe brought in, while many found seats 
on the platform Mrs. M. lL. Sears, 
in the chair. The first business on 
the program after the reading of the 
President's report, was the appotnt- 
ment of con mittees, which the mem- 
bers by vots delegated to the Preald- 
ent to appoint.

Succeeding the appointment of 


‘committees, Mrs. Paul Carr of Ray- 
mond, Convenor of the Rural School 
Committee of the U.F.W.A., whose 
report and discussions regarding the 
educational prablems confronting the 
{province at this time in regard to 
educational advantages for the rural 
communities, occupied the balance of 
the afternoon. 
| The report in part read: “One can 
scarcely open a magazine or paper 
printed in English today without find- 
jing an article on the rural or elem- 
jentary schools. 
| Why all this sudden awakening to 
the school problem? Is it really a 
problem that needs a speedy solution, 
or is it a passing fad? We might 
think it the latter, were it not that 
| statistics and facts are being brought 
{forward to prove that the schools of 
today are not turning out such sterl- 
ing characters as did “the little red 
school house’ of a century ago. 

Is it that we have not the right 


taught! or has the character of time 
and people changed? 

The public has been vociferating for 
some time, that the course of study 
/did not educate the children for the 
work of today. To ascertain the pub- 
le feeling the Department of Edu- 
cation sent out a questionaire through 
the inapectors, asking some very pert- 
‘{nent questions. When I learned they 
{had failed to reach many sections of 
the province as well as any of our 
officers, I asked Mr, McNally’s per- 


mission to-use mine which came to 


jme as a teacher, not a farm woman, 
and I added other questions which 


| were being discussed in the province gressive principles, 


and among the teachers. 

Through the educational resolu- 
j tions which have been coming into 
our conventions, I was led to believe 
that the rural people were really in- 
terested in the public schools, I have 
been forced to change my mind, to 
think that only a small minority of 
us are really interested, because out 
of the three hundred questionaires 
sent out, only seventeen replies have 
been received up to January 7th, and 
jonly four had any mark to designate 
where they came from, 

Why The Public School, 

We have no hesitancy in saying 
that the public school is the biggest 
business asset of any democracy; for 
no democracy can be more intelligent 
than the mass of its people., The rule 
of the demgogue and gangster is mea- 
sured by the nuinber of the ignorant. 
| A democracy to be permanent must 
lbe a people whose civic interests and 
{deals are one, and in a country com- 
posed of citizens representing nearly 
every nation under the sun, the pub- 
lic school must be the melting pot 
from whose homogenous mass citizens 
are made who will become the bul- 
|wark of a great nation. 

Compare Mexico and Russia with 
Holland and France. The former 
abound én natural resources which 
fought to make for their national 
wealth and power in the world; but 
lacking in general educational facili- 
‘ties, what are they? ‘The latter, al- 
most destitute of the resources, but 
educational advantages in the ascend- 
jent are powers to be reckoned with. 
|Doos it not prove what education 
|does for a people? 

Scarcity of Teachers. 

After quoting various educationists 
jon the vital problems of the schools 
lof the western continent today Nrs. 
Carr said further: We are asking 
for improbevents in the rural schools, 
and that more secondary schools be 
established, and the department will 
ask, “Where are we to secure the 
teachers?” ‘There are not enough to 
{man the schcols that ws already have. 
[meveret plans are being agitated in 
| the United States and England, the 
lchief one being to hold out such jn- 
ducements that the old teachers who 
have left the rank and file, will be 
able to return. This brings us to 
{that question where wo almost hold 
{our breatn ior iear vf a yuicatic ¢ > 
tion, viz: Salaries, I am not here to 
| 6° into that question, nor to start @ 
controversy which will get us no- 
lwhere. With many of you, I am 
lutterly opposed to the student Just 
out of normal school with only ten 
grades of work covered, receiving the 
lgame salary as a teacher who has 
had several years successful experi- 
jence. Salaries should bewald accord- 
ing to merit and length of service. 
\It is ridiculous to pay a beginner 
‘teacher the same salary as one who 


lhas been in the work for several 
| years. 
|" Time end again, I have heard it 


said, “A teacher works only five and 
one-half hours a day, and see what 
they get.” 
Medical Inspection. 
When the province \ost the Hon, A. 
G. McKay, it lost one who had the 
health of the province at heart, It 
| wos his plan to make the physical in- 
|spection of school children obUgatory 
lwithin a year and universal within 
the provinces in three years, the ex- 
pense to be borne by the government, 
This inspection is vitally necessary 
and we must see that the work ts 
carried on to fruition.

The Poultry Show. 

A good deal of general interest 
is bound to attach to the poultry 
show that is being held this week 
by the Edmonton Poultry Associ- 
ation, beside the enthusiasm that 
will naturally be aroused among 
fanciers of special breeds of fowl. 
Particularly in the section where 
is exhibited the female of the 
species from which we get—or 
used to get-—-the egg that is or 
used to be, used for eating and in 
cookery. Turkeys, geese and 
ducks excite popular attention 


mainly at certain seasons when | 


habit has decreed that they should 
decorate the festive boards. The 
hen is an object of continuous 
human interest. Sometimes be- 
cause she produces food. At other 
times because she doesn’t. 


Speaking generally this is one 
of the times when she doesn’t. 
Whatever is the matter with her, 
there is widespread complaint in 
the land that the hen is not deliv- 
ering the goods. While increased 
production has ‘in a good many 
lines followed the return to peace 
conditions, the egg output is be- 
low normal. This one commodity 
seems to be scarcer than it was 
during the war; about as scarce, 
in fact, as it could conveniently be- 
come. It certainly isn’t for lack 
of the financial incentive, for an 
industrious and loyal flock of 
layers could put their owner on 
easy stréet this winter by present- 
ing him with a few cases of the 
strictly fresh brand. But while 
the hopeful owner keeps on 
ladling out the mash and scratch 
feed, and peering hopefully into 
the nests, the exercise seems to be 
about all he usually gets out of it. 


For all his watchful care he goes | 


eggless to work in the morning. 
It has been charged to the ac- 
count of the Canadian hen for a 
good many years that she has not 
been living up to her opportuni- 
ties. A country that produces 
wheat at the rate of forty bushels 
to the acre and other grains in pro- 
portion ought to be a country 
where the egg would be one of the 
commonest table ornaments. Par- 
ticularly when it happens to be a 
country where once in a more or 
less long term of years an un- 


timely frost discounts the market- | 


ability of the grain and leaves it 
logically suitable for poultry and 
pig feed. 

But the opportunifies along that 
line have not been fulfilled. The 
egg is a comparatively rare item 
on the bill of fare of the average 
family, and has been for years. In 
the past that may not have been 
altogether the hen’s fault; she did 
her best, but there were not 
enough on the job to boost the 
supply. Long before the war upset 
all standards of value and made 
things searce that had always been 
plentiful, the egg had been yearly 
growing harder to get in city 
markets and more costly when 
found. As a common article of 
food it had vanished, save from 
the tables of the farmers and wel. 
to-do townfolk, before the world 
cataclysm came, 

Things were not ever thus, 
When those who are now begin- 
ning to notice a fringe of grey 
around the temples were young- 
sters, back in the eastern prov- 
inces, there was notaing rare or 
precious about the egg. It was 
then about the commonest thing in 
line of eatables to be found in 
town or country. People who 
were far removed from the mil- 
lionaire class thought nothing of 
gobbling down two or three at a 
meal, incredible as such wanton 
extravagance would seem in this 
day. And even people who did 
not keep hens, and who had to 
buy eggs, could afford to do it, An 
egg in those days was worth about 
a cent, provided it had been laid 
within two or three days, When 
the Dingley tariff closed the 
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frontier of the United States to 
Canadian eggs it actually broke 
the price in the villages of south- 
western Ontario to six cents per 
dozen. And that in trade at the 
local grocery store. 

And now we are importing eggs 
from China by the shipload. 

It is time that Canadians woke 
up to the possibilities of the 
poultry business. Not necessarily 
the money-making possibilities; 
but the possibilities of turning 
shrunken grain and other cheap 
and waste farm products into roast 
turkeys, geese and ducks and 
fried eggs. And of all parts of 
Canada there is none better 
adapted to converting this waste 
material into palatable and nour- 


ishing food than the district of 
which this city is the commercial 
centre. May the local poultry show 
help toward that end in a way that 
will fulfil the largest ambitions 
of its promoters. 


Going Down. 

The Government record shows 
that food prices by December had 
fallen far enough that the cost of 
staples for an average sized fam- 
ily for a week stood a few cents 
lower than for December 1919. At 
that there had been a considerable 
drop, from the high point of 
$15.32 per week in November to 
$14.73 in December. This reduction 
occurred in thirty days; after a 
steady upward climb of six years 
from the level of $7.96 in Decem- 
ber 1914. The total increase in 
this six-year period was $7.36. The 
drop from November to December 
was 59 cents. At the rate of pro- 
gression it would take only a little 
| over a year for prices to work 
| down again to the level of Decem- 
ber 1914. Whether they will really 
go to that level remains to ‘be seen. 
What is clear from the statistics is 
that they are headed that way, and 
travelling six times faster vhan 
they went up. 


|Gold and Growls. 

Last year the United States 
gathered in more than a hundred 
million dollars in gold more than 
it exported; more than a quarter 
of the net gain being at the ex- 
pense of Canada. In the previous 
year the United States exported 
more gold than it imported. But 
the figures for that year are de- 
lusive. The heavy export was 
made because the U.S. was lending 
money to Europe with which jto 
pay for U.S. products. That pol- 
icy was abandoned last year—and 
produced the internal spasms ex- 
pressed in the Fordney emergency 
tariff bill and the collapse of Da- 
kota banks. The Republic is now 
cashing in on its European credits. 
The inflow of gold represents both 
payment for present purchases and 
payments of interest or principle 
due on war debts. From the 
standpoint of national finance and 
financiers the situation is ideal; 
! but the farmer and thé wage-earn- 
er do not seem to see the sunny 
side of it. The inpouring stream 
of gold may be causing chuckles in 
Washington and Wail Street, but 
the restriction of foreign buying 
is bringing groans from the manu- 
facturing centres, howls from Kan- 
sas,and a chorus of discontent 
from the great producing sections 
of the country generally. 


Smaller Farms? 


Hon, Duncan Marshall has been 
telling the United Farmers of 
Manitoba that the tendency in 
Western Canada must be toward a 
smaller farin. A farm not so large 
jthat the farmer and his family can- 
not do the work themsélves, or 
most of it. That is by way of a 
direct challenge to the traditional 
ideals that have prevailed through- 
out the West generally, and espe- 
cially in the grain-growing  sec- 
tions of Saskatchewan and Al. 
berta. The big farm has been the 
objective in those parts of the 
country from the beginning of 
things. Times however are chang- 
ing, and may be bringing about 
the tendency the Minister sug- 
gests. Recent years have shown 
very strikingly that if the big farm 
is a great money-maker when 
things are favorable it is an 
equally good losing proposition 
when they go wrong. High wages, 
high prices for machinery and sup- 
plies, and a crop failure or partial 
failure, provide all the elements 
necessary to make trouble for the 
owner of a big farm, particularly 
when he isin the grain-growing 
business ¢xclusively. The small 
farm, where grain-growing, stock- 
raising, dairying and poultry rais- 
ing all are carried on is less attrac- 
tive than a ‘‘wheat ranch’’ to the 
man of a specylative turn; but it 
is a safer venture for the man who 
has a family to support and not 
much money to gafnble with. And 
the family-on-every-quarter plan 
means closer settlement, better 
schools and roads, and a more en- 
joyable social order of things than 
can prevail where one farmer can- 
not see the smoke of his neighbor’s 
chimney. “ry

We ara 
aware tha criticleam, only, however, 
regarding certain details, of this 
form of tax have been meade in the 
Tentatlwe Report of the Tax Com - 
mittee of the National Industrial 
Conference Board of New York, but 
trese have been answered by the 
Chairman of the Business Men's Na- 
tone! Comiiiiee, One of tne 
arguments made in the United States 
Sgainst {t {s that any tax which 
bears in the eame rate upon the 
small earner as upon the lerge ‘s 
unfair. But this i# accumpanied by 
the belief that a turnover tax would 
Provide euch a revenue aa to die 
excess profits tax. I be- 
eve it would only provide a sub- 
Stratum of tax revenue, in which it fe 
true that all would join alike, pay-

The manufac- 
turer who turns his capital over many 
times, eerving the public for a trifling 
profit on each @ale, but making «a 
large return on his capital because of 
not be punished by excessive tax 
etion for beine an excellent servant 
to the people. The tax ts universally 
admitted to be unscientific and will 
do incalculable damage if continued 
It was justified only by war condi 
tions and only for the period of their 
duration, 


The Income Surtax 
The suriax features of the income 
tax awhen carried to the extreme per- 
centages now in effect, are little less 
unwise and unfair than t excee 
profits tax Those who are large 


sharehoMers in business enterprises 
shou ibe ready to take ap new share 
issues in such enterprises as exten 
sions may prove necessary. Taxa- 
tion which first takes a large shape 
of the profits from the company, and 
then a darge ghare of the dividends of 

ompanyy because they 
happen to be part of a large private 
income, may seem to be sound poli- 
cy to many, but if what we seek is the 
general good, it is deadty in its effects 
upon business enter ee and indus- 
try. I belleve every good citizen In 
Canada wishes to pay for part of the 
cost of the war. He only desires that 
his ability to pay shall be regurded. 


A tax on the turnower of all business | 


trangactions would punish no one, and 
yet would mean the reaching of a 
nwst important sub-stream of the 
national income, in the creating of 
which everybody has joined. Upon 
real luxurigs an excise tax might wel:
